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ranny of the prieſts, he was guilcleſs con- 
demned under Pontius Palate then Preſident 
of Jewry, and moſt flanderoufly hanged on 
the croſs between two theeves, as a notorious 
treſpaſſer;where taking upon him the punith- 
ment of our fins, he delivered usfrom the 
curſe of the law. And foraſmuch as he being 
onely God could not feel death, neither be- 
ing onely man could overcome death ; he 
zoyned both together , and ſuffered his hu- 
maniry to be puniſhed with moſt cruel death; 
feeling in himſelf the anger & ſevere judge- 
ment of God, even as he had been in extreme 
torments of hell, and therefore cried with a 
loud voice, My Ged, wy God, why baſt thou for- 
ſakenme? Thus of his mercy without compul- 
fion, he offered up himſelt as the onely ſacr1- 
fice to purge the fins of all the world; So that 
all other {ſacrifices for fin are blaſphemous, 
| and derogate from the ſufficiencie hereof, 
W hich death albeit it did ſufficiently recon- 
cile us to God , yet the Scriptures commonly 
do attribute our regeneration to his reſurre- 
&ion. For as by riſing again from the grave 
the third day, he conquered death; even fo 
the victory of our faith ſtandeth in his reſur- 
reftion : and therefore Without the one we 
cannot feel the benefits of the other. For as 
by his death fin was taken away, ſo our righ- 
teouſneſs Was reſtored by his reſurrection. 
And becauſe hewould accompliſh all things, 
andtake poſſeſſion for us in his kingdom , he 
aſcended into heaven to enlarge the ſame 
kingdom by the abundant power of his Spi- 
rit, by whom we are moſt aſlured of his con- 
tinual interceſſion towards God the Father 
cor us. And although he be in heaven as 
ng his corporal preſence , where the 
Father hath now ſer him art his right hand, 
committing unto him the adminiſtration of 
all things, as well in heaven above, as in the 
earth beneath; yet is he preſent with us his 


preſerving and governing us With his effe(tu- 
al power andgrace: Who, when all things 


are fulfilled which God hath ſpoken by the 


mouth of all his prophets fince the world be- 
gan, Will come in the ſame viſible form in 
the which he aſcended, with an unſpeakable 
majeſty , power, and company, to ſeparate

For as by Baptiſm once received, 
1s ſignified, that we (as well infants, as others 
of age and diſcretion) being ſtrangers from 
God by original fin, are received into his fa- 
mily and congregation , with full aſſurance,

Antichriſt, to root out all doQtrine of devils 
and men; as the maſs, purgatory, limbus pa- 
rum, prayers to ſaints, and for the dead, free- 
will, diſtin&ion of meats, apparel and days, 
vows of ſingle life, preſence at idol-ſervice, 
mans merits, With ſuch Jike, which draw us 
from the ſociety of Chriſts Church wherein 
ſtandeth onely remiſſion of fins, purchaſed by 
Chriſts bloud to all them that beleeve, whe- 


ther they be Jews or Gentiles, and lead us to 
2 vain confidence in creatures, and truſt in 
our own. 1maginations, The: puniſhment
